nres: someone makes a mis- 
take, so the leader has to call 
out to stop. 


"Okay, let's try again " Once 


more giving the snng title tirst, 
he calls out. "Take Two."

band stops once more. Numer- 
ous mistakes are made, making 
it necessary to stop and start 
over several times.
